Damascus Temple, of Rochester, N.Y., was the 
second to be formed with Mt. Sinai, of Montpelier, 
and A1 Koran, of Cleveland, chartered in the same 
year, 1876. Cyprus, of Albany, N.Y., Oriental, in 
Troy, Syrian, in Cincinnati, Pyramid in Bridgeport, 
Syria in Pittsburgh, and Ziyara, in Utica, were 
chartered the following year, and then the Order 
marked time. Only one Temple was chartered in 
1878 and one in 1880, but in 1882 the real growth 
started and there have been few sessions of the Im¬ 
perial Council at which charters were not granted; 
recently, however, it was decided to issue new 
charters only where it could be shown that such new 
bodies would not injure the prosperity of the ad¬ 
jacent Temples. 

There are now 160 Temples, all of which are in 
the United States and Canada except those in 
Mexico City, and Canal Zone and Honolulu. 

Did You Know That . . . 

A CANAL was used in 329 B.C. instead of 
CAGES, as a safety measure against the wild ani¬ 
mals in the arena? This ten foot wide canal was 
built during the rule of Julius Caesar, who ordered 
the circus grounds improved and several buildings 
and horse stalls erected. Nero later had the canal 
filled when the animal exhibits were discontinued. 










Les Gera Ido’s—Husband, 
Wife Aerialist Team 

One of the most thrilling and .really breath¬ 
taking acts at this year’s Shrine Circus, is a trapeze 
act featuring Les Geraldo’s. 

A husband and wife team, in real life, they work 
from double trapezes hung side by side. Back and 
forth they swing, keeping perfect time with the 
music. 

Then, suddenly, Madeleine will dangle perilously 
from the trapeze bar, supporting Rene, with feet en¬ 
tangled. It’s quite a feat, since her husband weighs 
about 15 pounds more than she. 

To see them perform, it’s hard to believe that 
once both of them were hospitalized for nearly a 
year, after a fall. That happened in 1949 in Balti¬ 
more. The two fell from a trapeze 45 feet off the 
ground. Each broke numerous bones and the pair 
spent nearly a year in the hospital. Then they took 
a year off to recuperate. 

However, they returned to the circus and their 
act, taking time out only when their son, Marcel, 
was born. 

The accident now is almost forgotten. “We do 
not think about it,” Madeleine said. 

The two aerialists are veteran performers. Born 
in Paris, they have traveled extensively throughout 
Central Europe with circuses. Madeleine has been 
with one or another for 18 years; her husband for 
nearly 21. 

How did they meet? Rene needed a new partner 
and Madeleine applied. Simple as that. They work¬ 
ed together for nearly a year; then they were mar¬ 
ried. 

Marcel, who won’t be five until February, al¬ 
ready has been up on the flying trapeze, but his 
parents do not plan to force him into the work in 
any way. They plan to let him do what he wants 
to do. 

Quick and agile, Marcel is a bright youngster. 
To his parents he always speaks in French, but when 
talking to others, he automatically starts off in 
English. 

The trapeze act takes only seven minutes. The 
rest of the day is spent in preparation. There are 
costumes to be made and repaired, food to be cooked, 
clothes to be ironed, and washing to do. Somedays 
it means travelling in their trailer-truck with all of 
their equipment. 

They usually pratise an hour or two each day, 
depending on how they feel. 

Right now the trio’s home is a 27 foot trailer, 
equipped with a television set, and a Spitz dog 
named “Coquette.” At one time they also traveled 
with a bird, two fish and three cats. 

From now until June they will be playing in¬ 
door shows and then will start presenting their act 
at parks and fairs. Their permanent home is in 
Sarasota, Fla.

Merle Evans 
Triple Threat Circus 
Band Leader 



MERLE EVANS 

For 37 years Merle Evans was the leader of the 
Ringling Bros, and Barnum and Bailey Circus Band 
and his name became synonymous with that organ¬ 
ization. All circus advertising carried the credit, 
“With Merle Evans and His Famous Circus Band.” 
After a few years it got so that virtually as many 
people came to see and hear Merle Evans as came 
to witness the circus performance. 

In all the years that he led that aggregation he 
never missed a performance. In addition to playing 
his cornet all through the show, he cued the band 
through more than 200 musical cues at each per¬ 
formance. He estimates that he has played more 
than 20,000 performances in the almost four decades 
that he was the Ringling Bros, and Barnum and 
Bailey band leader. 

Merle is what is known in circus parlance as a 
triple-threat musician. He keeps one eye on the 
performance so as to give the proper cue at the 
proper time, follows his printed music and leads the 
band through more than 60 different musical num¬ 
bers, and plays one of the best cornets in the busi¬ 
ness. 

At the tender age of 16, Merle ran away from 
his Columbus, Kansas, home to join a carnival and 
play in its band. At first he complained to the 
management that he thought he’d have to quit be¬ 
cause those other fellows in the band played so fast 
he couldn’t keep up with them. By the time the 
carnival had finished that season’s tour he not only 
had learned to keep up with the other musicians ... 
he had become the leader of the band. 

In the past he has recorded several albums of 
circus band music for Coral, Decca and other record 
companies. Just a few weeks ago he completed re¬ 
cording of an all new album for Decca Records and 
it is scheduled for an early release date.

Did you know that an elephant has 
fingers at the very tip of its trunk 
and that they function exactly the 
same as those on your hand. The 
trunk is also a nose and with its 
trunk, the elephant carries food and 
water to its mouth . . . sort of a 
knife and-fork. An elephant does not 
drink through the trunk but sucks 
the water into the cavity and then 
squirts it into the mouth. You see, 
there is a valve two-thirds of the 
way up the trunk that keeps the 
water from drawing up too far so 
that the big “bull” will not choke to 
death. 

When elephants first come out of 
the jungle many of them have long 
ivory tusks but in most cases these 
have been removed before they join 
a circus. That tusk really starts as 
a tooth, an incisor, and then later on 
turns into a tusk. Also, with the 
Indian elephant, old teeth are re¬ 
placed by new all through life. The 
elephant has only eight teeth, all are 
grinders; top and bottom on each 
side of the mouth. 


No doubt you have frequently 
heard the expression, “as tough as an 
elephant’s hide.”' Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. The hide of 
the pachyderms is extremely sensi¬ 
tive. You’ve seen elephants throwing 
dirt or straw on their backs and per¬ 
haps thought they were just naturally 
dirty and like dirt on their bodies. 
The real reason they were doing this 
was as a protection against flies and 
insects crawling on their tender skins. 
The nerves run to the very edge of 
the outside skin with the result that 
an elephant cannot stand the hot rays 
of the sun or any similar irritations. 

When an elephant gets a hair-cut 
to remove the short and very coarse 
hair which covers its body this is 
done with a blow torch. Not directly 
on the hair and skin but parallel 
with the body and a reasonable dis¬ 
tance away so that the heat does not 
affect the elephant. Only on the tip 
of the tail is long hair found and a 
hair from an elephant’s tail is prized 
by circus folks as a good luck charm.

after his death, when they were assembled by a 
‘'Royal Commission” and incorporated into the 
Koran. Millions of Moslems now turn toward Mecca 
five times daily to pray and repeat “Mohammed is 
His Prophet.” 

The positive duties of a Mohammedan believer 
are four — prayer, alms, fasting and pilgrimage for 
such as can afford it. One of the distinctive nega¬ 
tive precepts is usury, which is so literally inter¬ 
preted that there have been no banks in Mecca. So 
sacred is the city that it is doubted if anyone pro¬ 
fessing Christianity has ever entered the gates. It 
is said that, during the World War, Birtish author¬ 
ities were requested to instruct all officers piloting 
seaplanes attached to warships in the Red Sea, under 
no circumstances to profane the air by flying over 
either Mecca or Mereni, the resting place of Moham¬ 
med. 

Every true Mohammedan hopes during his life¬ 
time to visit the Holy Land of Arabia and do homage 
at Mecca, the birthplace of the Prophet Mohammed, 
“if finances permit” — and caravans trek from the 
north and west coast of Africa. Thousands come for 
extended stays of preparation and prayers during 
the month of Dhabhadjz (late June and July), 
when the facilities of the city are solely overtaxed. 
Nearly all the required supplies of food, clothing and 
smart novelties must be brought from the outside 
by caravan. 

No pilgrim visits Mecca without walking around 
the Kaaba seven times and kissing the famous Black

Stone built in its wall. The pilgrim after offering 
up his devotions at the shrine feels a freedom of 
mind and soul and proceeds to relax and enjoy him¬ 
self in the manner of Arabian custom. 

Like the Arab we as Shriners are taught toler¬ 
ance and charity. The Shrine in North America was 
given its soul when the Order committed itself to 
the greatest humanitarian project ever conceived and 
carried out by men, the Shriners’ Hospital for Crip¬ 
pled Children. This is the “Mecca” of our Shrine.

The Invention of the 
Flying Trapeze 

One hundred years ago the flying trapeze was 
unknown. It was invented by a Frenchman named 
Leotard, and the singlets worn by trapeze artists are 
called leotards to this day. 

In the 1850’s Leotard’s father operated a gym¬ 
nasium and swimming pool in Toulouse. Brought up 
in these surroundings, the boy became an excellent 
acrobat. One day after a work-out in the gym he 
decided to have a swim. As he stood on the brink 
of the pool he noticed the cords which served to open 
the ventilators in the centre of the roof. He must 
have seen them a hundred times before but this time 
they gave him a new idea. If he joined each pair 
together with a wooden crossbar he could swing out 
. . . and he would only get a wetting if he fell. And 
so the flying trapeze was invented. 

In the winter of 1859 Leotard arrived in Paris 
and appeared at the Cirque Napoleon. He was twen¬ 
ty-one years old and he was making 500 francs a day. 
He became such a furore that everything was named 
after him or had to be a la Leotard. Gradually the 
number of trapezes that he used was increased until 
on one of his appearances at Cremorne, he used five 
in a line, turning single somersaults from trapeze to 
trapeze. Ten years later at the height of his success 
he was suddenly stricken and died of smallpox while 
appearing in Spain.

Cneius Pompeius Magnus (Pompey) was a 
master-showman. At high noon on the first official 
Circus day in 51 B.C. a magnificent free parade 
wound through the Roman streets out to the Circus 
Maximus, just outside of Rome. Pompey, surround¬ 
ed by his armoured body guard, his priests and other 
satellites, was sensationally placed in the center of 
the parade. He was dressed in a toga (robe) of royal 
purple and rode in a richly plated chariot, drawn by 
four prancing horses. 

Caesar and Crassus bitterly watched the red and 
gold tableau wagons, drawn by elephants and mules; 
the centurions, followed by their companies of foot 
soldiers; the scores of horses and horsemen; chariots, 
performers and animals. It was colossal! The peo¬ 
ple of Rome loved it! 

This parade or “pompa” marched into the Circus 
Maximus triumphantly, then once around the hippo¬ 
drome track, while 150,000 people cheered and waited 
for the big show to start. 

Pompey tossed a white banner onto the sanded 
race track, trumpets gave a fanfare, and the show 
began. Lions and wild elephants fought to the death! 
Condemmed criminals and lions fought — and the 
men died! Runners and sprinters had races, as did

ORRIN DAVENPORT 

Originator of America’s First Shrine Circus

Orrin Davenport was one of the leading bareback riders of all time 
during 35 years of American circus history. Today he is one of the lead¬ 
ing producers of Indoor shows in North America, playing almost exclusi¬ 
vely dates for Shrine Temples. 

Davenport originated the first Shrine Circus and Indoor Show in 
1906 when he and his fellow performers needed work through the win¬ 
ter months. In answer to an ad for bookings in “The Billboard” (Amer¬ 
ica’s Amusement Weekly), Moslem Temple of Detroit requested some 
acts for an indoor show. From this beginning, Davenport acted as per¬ 
former for leading circuses through the summer months, and performer- 
producer with Shrine Temples through the winter. 

Orrin Davenport comes from a truly great circus family, strictly 
American in origin and career. His father, John Davenport, was a talk¬ 
ing-singing clown in the 1860’s and 1870’s, also a trainer of horses and 
riders. In his circular ringbarns in Chicago and Toledo the greatest 
equestrians of yesterday were trained. 

Orrin is one of five children, all of whom were top bareback 
riders of their day. He went on the road when he was 15 and was 
bouncing on and off giant Percherons as clown-rider for the next 35 
years. 

Orrin Davenport is a member of Medinah Temple, Chicago, Illinois. 



As producer, Orrin scouts perhaps 
1,000 acts a year at other circuses and 
county fairs, selecting 200 of them for 
use in his various shows. Bach of 
Davenport’s shows is different, dis¬ 
tinctive and planned according to the 
pattern needed by the individual Tem¬ 
ples. 

A few of the cities which Orrin 
produces shows for are Kansas City, 
Detroit, Cleveland, Rochester, St. Paul, 
Winnipeg, Port Arthur, Fort William, 
Saginaw, Dayton and Wichita.

Spectacle of Actuality 

Any performance presented on a stage, framed 
by a proscenium with a curtain, is a spectacle based 
on illusion. We have always known that Hatnlet was 
really Sir Lawrence Oliver or some other actor, and 
that the massive walls of the castle were really no 
thicker than a lick of paint. In the theatre scenes 
must be played against a background and they can be 
watched only from the front of the house. Go back- 
stage and the illusion is lost. You will find yourself 
in exactly the same position if you look at the back 
of a painting—a wall of canvas, struts and the plain 
unguilded back of the frame. 

But just as the theatre has a parallel in painting, 
so the Circus has an analogy in sculpture. You can 
walk around it. It can be seen from all sides. There 
can be no illusion, for there are eyes all around to 
prove there is no deception. The performers actu¬ 
ally do exactly what they appear to do. Their feats 
of dexterity and balance and strength must never be 
confused with the make-believe world of the actor. 
Even the every day phases of the performers out¬ 
side the ring reflect this characteristic; for while an 
actor says he will “play his part,” the circus artist 
tells you he will “work his act.”

Oldtimers Remember 
Street Parades 

In the days before the automobile and up until 
it started to create the present day traffic chaos, the 
circus parade was really something to look forward 
to. Rivalry between circuses led to more and more 
extravagant publicity and street parades in America 
reached heights of baroque splendor. 

Floats carrying sea-monsters and royal barges 
filled with beautiful girls; a lion couchant in gilded 
plaster led the animal cages and of course there was 
always a magnificent band wagon. This procession 
of twenty or more richly carved and gilded wagons, 
carrying tableaux, bandsmen or wild animals was 
cunningly interspersed with magnificently uniform¬ 
ed and costumed riders on horses, elephants and 
camels. 

Clowns pranced in and out and around the pa¬ 
rade ranks, turning handsprings and cartwheels, and 
generally amusing the spectators. There was usually 
a clown band in their own gilded and decorated band 
wagon, drawn by teams of zebras, camels or giraffes. 
Then came the wild west riders, whooping it up and 
shooting off plenty of blank cartridges, roping pretty 
girls and old ladies who lined the parade route. 

And last of all — that wonder and marvellous 
blaring steam organ, called a calliope — with a huge 
black man stoking the hissing, red hot boiler, with 
steam and smoke and cinders pouring out all over the 
crowd and the multitude of small boys who trailed 
along behind it. 

All this would lure the townsfolk to the circus 
grounds in much the same way as the Pied Piper led 
the children of Hamelin into the mountains .... 
nostalgic and happy memories of an age gone by.

“Blinko, Shrine Circus 
Clown, Has Few Idle 
Moments” 

Television, which has dealt a body blow to the 
outdoor circus, has meant a bonanza for the circus 
clown. 

Witness Mr. Ernie “Blinko” Burch, who winters 
with the indoor Shrine Circus, then spends the rest 
of the year doing television commercials, personal 
appearances in department stores, and playing fairs 
and expositions. 

Blinko used to spend summers with Ringling 
Bros, and Barnum & Bailey, but that institution is, 
momentarily at least, out of action. 

This fall Blinko will be doing personal appear¬ 
ances for toy companies, making television spot ap¬ 
pearances where possible. Eventually he hopes to 
work into a television show of his own — sort of a 
clown Arthur Godfrey’s Talent Scouts thing where 
the kids bring in the talent. 

Clowns, of course, love television because of the 
money and quick fame. Short appearances between 
circus performances net the baggy pants men far 
more than they were ever used to. “The clowns are 
coming into their own through television,” says 
Blinko. 

Working for the cameraman instead of a live au¬ 
dience can be tough, but the clowns always manage 
to force themselves into the spirit. 

Aside from the commercial activities, Blinko also 
is working more with crippled and sick children, 
doing hospital shows, telethons, and radio plugs. Last 
Fall he appeared on a cerebral palsy telethon emceed 
by Dennis James, and did a show in Newark, N.J. 
(his home town) which netted over $7,000 for the 
cause. Blinko’s tour ends in Edmonton, Alberta, on 
June 2nd, after which he hopes to appear in “Toby 
Tyler of the Circus,” a Hollywood production plan¬ 
ned by Walt Disney. 

Also, Blinko has been working for three years 
on an autobiographical novel which he’d love to have 
Burt Lancaster play (and buy) on the screen. Blinko 
helped promote “Trapeze” a Lancaster movie about 
a circus, last year. Although he’s in his early 30’s, 
Blinko has a long circus career since he started 
clowning professionally at 15, with his parents’ con¬ 
sent, he added. 

That’s the age when most youngsters lose inter¬ 
ests in clowns, Blinko said. From 2-6 years, the 
children love the circus funnymen. From 7 to 15 
years, the children are getting curious about the 
makeup and costumes, becoming skeptical. After 
they reach 15 years of age, the young people are too 
blase for clowns — until they have children of their 
own. 

Despite the more lucrative returns from televi¬ 
sion, Blinko still craves the live circus audience. He, 
for one, thinks Ringling Bros, will be back, perhaps 
a little smaller, but very much alive.

I tell you it was noisier 
than a hooligan. Got us up in a tunnel. And no 
one could find the shanty.” 

The argot of the circus has one inviolable rule: 
Never call a thing by its right name if you can help 
it. The word for a railroad in iron horse slang is 
“circus,” but in circus language a circus is not a rail¬ 
road.”

Public opinion was adverse to the experiment, 
however, and the outbreak of the Civil War caused 
the plan to be abandoned. Some of the camels were 
sold to circuses and to private individuals, and the 
rest were turned loose to roam at large. For sev¬ 
eral years thereafter, these “wild camels” were oc¬ 
casionally seen by travelers in the mountains of 
Arizona. Although some persons have in recent 
years reported seeing animals strongly resembling 
camels in these regions, it is believed that the ani¬ 
mals are now extinct.

A. H. HAND, 
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the divinity school at Fez, having its origin in Africa 
rather than in Asia. The school was, of course, de¬ 
voted to the study of Islam, and as the students 
spread through the Moslem countries they carried 
the fez with them until it became the symbol of the 
faith of Mohammed, and it was highly standarized, 
the tassel being exactly fourteen inches long. 

The Fez was dyed red or scarlet as a mark of 
learning in favor of the wearer, and only the high¬ 
est dignitares were permitted to wear the red hat 
or Fez. 

In the military service the fez had a flattened 
crown and was stiffened, either with the addition of 
more material, or the felt was tightly applied to a 
straw foundation. Those not in the army wore the 
rounded crown familiar to the Shrine, while those of 
a lesser rank wore a pointed crown. 

A few of the elaborate military fezzes have been 
brought from the East by travelers. At one time 
Hassan Ben Ali gave away an entire case of fezzes 
which he had imported for his acrobatic troupes. 

It would seem the fez might be pretty warm 
headgear for a hot climate, but the high crown af¬ 
forded a better protection against the hot rays of 
Continued, Next Page 
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the sun than the straw hat, and was supposed to 
ward off sunstroke. 

The Shrine virtually brought the fez to America, 
and the success of the Order was such that it was 
largely copied by other organizations, and they all 
seemed to think that the fez was an essential part 
of the idea. 

There was a time when the white fez with the 
emblem worked in red was supposed to be the 
proper thing for the women relatives of Shriners. 
The idea dated back to the old days of the burlesque 
Order of Isis, with its fantastic initiation, and every 
woman wore the white fez to show that she belong¬ 
ed. Our Imperial Shrine Council discourages these 
side degrees and the white fez has gradually disap¬ 
peared, though you will see one now and then 

Today if we wanted to be strictly Arabic up to 
date, we should discard the gaudy red cap in favor 
of the hard-boiled “bowler,” also known as derby. 

Over in the near East the young Turks have 
risen in revolt against everything, including the fez, 
and have adopted the stiff and uncomfortable black 
derby as the proper headgear, and the fez factories 
are closing down because of lack of business and 
Continued, Next Page 
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presently the Shriners and their imitators will alone 
keep alive the badge which once marked the follow¬ 
ers of the one true faith. 

The fez is passing from its native heath as an 
outward sign of the new order of thought and con¬ 
ditions. In the course of the next ten years there 
will come a time when the fez worn in America will 
far exceed in number all those in the Orient. 

The Turks and Arabs have discarded their baggy 
bloomers, etc., and are making themselves properly 
uncomfortable, but so long as the Shrine shall en¬ 
dure the black tassel will hang from its peak of 
crimson to testify that the Prophet (his name be 
blessed), is not without honor save in his own coun¬ 
try. 


Did You Know That . . .

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all his earlier printed matter, bearing the earlier 
selected name “Mastodon, the World’s Biggest Ele¬ 
phant” to “Jumbo the Great,” which by now had 
become a household word in America. 

There was still that problem of getting Jumbo 
into the cage. Oddly enough, the circus men moved 
his food from its usual place in the yard to the ship¬ 
ping cage. Jumbo calmly raised himself when he 
got hungry and walked in, which is what the press 
agent figured he would do, in the first place. 

The cables rang with the success of moving 
Jumbo before international complications and blood¬ 
shed resulted! Upon arrival in America, police re¬ 
serves were called out to take care of the crowds 
who waited for the Biggest Elephant in the World. 

Today Jumbo, is a word connected with any¬ 
thing big. It is an accepted part of our language 
and of our national advertising — and the result of 
a press agent’s idea of using a good break and a good 
name. Many elephants, true or otherwise, are called 
Jumbo by the layman. 

Oh, yes, — was this African pachyderm really 
stubborn, unmanageable, dangerous? To a degree, 
he was, but Barnum didn’t have much trouble from 
him and it certainly made him more famous. 

Stranger than all, Jumbo died a hero! He push¬ 
ed a baby elephant off the railroad track at a grade 
crossing, and Jumbo was killed by the train. 

But the newspapers didn’t print this. The press 
agent wasn’t there.

DOINGS AT OUR HOSPITAL 


On March 16th, members of the Shrine in 
Winnipeg and Western Canada celebrated an 
important anniversary. Thirty years ago, the 
little Mobile Unit of the Shriners Hospital for 
Crippled Children was opened in Winnipeg. 
This date marked an important milestone in 
the Shrine history of Western Canada, and 
from that date to the present, Shrinedom has 
never looked back. 

On that March day in 1925 an important 
page in our history was turned. It marked 
the happy conclusion to a persistent battle 
waged by a gallant little band of Khartum 
Shriners who pleaded with the Board of 
Trustees for permission to open a Shriners 
Hospital in Winnipeg. 

The Mobile Unit, consisting of twenty 
beds, was opened at the Children’s Hospital on 
Redwood Avenue. A short time later permis¬ 
sion was given for the construction by the 
Shriners of a new wing to the Hospital to 
take care of more children than the original 
space permitted. This wing served its purpose 
for a great many years. 

In 1944 there were discussions at Temple 
Meetings that the time had come for a per¬ 
manent hospital of our own to carry on the 
work in aid of crippled children. First record 
on the Hospital Minutes was early that year 
when Potentate Arthur Lush brought the 
matter to the attention of Board Members. The 
Board of Trustees hesitated for a while until 
they were satisfied that substantial funds 
could be raised and a large hospital could be 
maintained. Khartum Temple provided this 


assurance and there was much joy when the 
word was received from the Trustees giving 
their approval during the latter part of 1945. 

On August 24th, 1945, the Imperial Poten¬ 
tate, George H. Rowe visited Winnipeg and 
participated in a tremendous Shrine gathering 
on Wellington Crescent. Potentate Emerson 
J. Heaney handed the Imperial Sir a shovel 
and asked him to turn the first sod. On 
August 16th, 1947, the veteran Chairman of 
the local Board of Governors had the happiest 
day of his life when, with a heart overflowing 
with thankfulness and gratitude, he laid the 
cornerstone for the new Hospital. 

On March 29th, Potentate Fred W. Parrish 
welcomed Imperial Potentate Harold Lloyd to 
Winnipeg and our distinguished visitor offici¬ 
ally dedicated our new Hospital at a magnifi¬ 
cent ceremony. His words still ring in our 
ears: “I dedicate this Hospital to the Glory 
of God and to the healing of this and future 
generations of Crippled Children. May this 
edifice long be preserved as a monument to 
the energy and liberality of its founders and 
may the great Architect of the Universe pro¬ 
tect, heal and bless the little children who 
pass through its portals.” 

These words will ever be the inspiration 
of Western Canadian Shriners to continue 
their devotion to the work of helping stricken 
childhood who arrived in this world with 
twisted backs and limbs and no hope in their 
hearts. The wearers of the Red Fez have 
made it possible for the straightening of those 
limbs, the restoring of hope and the creation 
of happy smiles on children’s faces.

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JULIANS DANCING DOGS 



Victor Julian, a little Englishman with a warm 
British accent, friendly personality and tiny mus* 
tache, was born in Maidstone, Kent, England, where 
his grandfather operated the European famed Julian 
Circus. 

Although grandpappy Julian had Victor and his 
eight brothers and a sister doing bareback riding, 
trapeze work, and performing on the high-wire at a 


very early age, Victor was more interested in ani¬ 
mals, particularly dogs. 

He ventured into dog training with his one pet 
dog and a monkey that belonged to the circus. He 
became so proficient at it that he was encouraged 
to add more dogs to his act and as the act became 
perfected he was a feature of his grandfather’s cir¬ 
cus. Later, striking out on his own without family 
ties he built the act up with more dogs until today 
he has 22 terriers, poodles, and pekinese and two 
Indian monkeys doing intricate dance routines that 
even Fred Astaire would be proud of. 

The dogs are all female because Julian claims 
the females get along better with each other and 
show much less temperament than do the male dogs 
while performing their routines. 

Being an impeccable dresser himself, Victor 
knows the value of good appearance and stylish 
clothes, so early in his career he hired a well known 
fashion designer to outfit his canine dancing stars 
and today the 22 dogs and 2 monkeys boast over 150 
beautiful, high-fashion costumes. 

The dogs average about three years in age and 
are treated to the same conveniences as are human 
performers. They are transported in their own pri¬ 
vate bus with individual kennel compartments, com¬ 
plete with panel ray heating and for Summer travel, 
air conditioning. Victor, who always travels with 
his devoted pets, feeds them on fresh ground horse 
meat and dog biscuits twice a day while the monkey 
are fed mostly on fruit. 


Natural Born Jugglers of the Circus 


One of the few living creatures actually “born 
to his trade,” as the old saying goes, is the sea-lion, 
whose amazing feats of balancing are always enter¬ 
taining to young and old alike. 

There is never a long period of training neces¬ 
sary insofar as the pinnipeds and their actual sense 
of balance is concerned, but the real task is to teach 
them the necessary routines. 

Roland Tiebor, veteran trainer, has been putting 
seals through their routines for many years and his 
seals have been taught many things besides their 
juggling. For instance, there is “Dolly” who never 
seems to remain long in one place and is constantly 
rolling about the ring wildly applauding the dex¬ 
terity of her mates as they sit poised on their little 


stands and react to the commands of their trainer. 

How do they get that way? The answer is in 
their stomach . . . they are natural gluttons and 
even in their native waters, free to go and come as 
they please, they learn early to grab a fish in their 
mouth and balance another on their snout while 
swimming rapidly to the shore and dinner. 

Educated seals have come to be known as circus 
prima donnas because they are so extremely sensi¬ 
tive. They are so shy that if scolded severely for 
missing a cue or trick the chances are pretty good 
that they may not perform correctly for a week. 
Consequently their trainer must have a good meas¬ 
ure of patience and understanding because seals have 
to be accorded the same considerations as very young 
children.

One of the first Circuses in North America was 
built by Bill Ricketts, a famous trick rider and 
horseman in Philadelphia in 1793. One of his steady 
patrons and ardent supporters was George Washing¬ 
ton. 

In the States the circus grew up as the country 
developed. The continuous opening up of the Great 
West put the accent on travelling shows, most of 
them making their journey by road, but some using 
canals and one or two steaming up and down the 
broad rivers in floating palaces. 

Just as the settlers had to fight for existence, so 
did the circuses. They fought not only the prejudice 
of the country-folk, many of whom thought that even 
a Parade was an “iniquitous spectacle,” they fought 
the country-folk themselves. The circus battle cry of 
“Hey, Rube!” has led to many overturned wagons, 
ripped canvas, fired tents and quite a few casualties 
on both sides. They fought storms, floods, blow¬ 
downs and other acts of God. They fought con¬ 
fidence tricksters and card sharpers and even the 
short change artists in their own ticket boxes. But 
they won through and the Circus became one of 
America’s great institutions

The Clown Walk-around is a fill-in spot, while 
prop men fiz the aerial rigging or check the equip¬ 
ment to be used or pull the safety nets into place. 
Also during this ground act, your eyes can be on an 
even level instead of looking upward to the tent-top 
performers . 

A Clown Come-on is the beginning of the show, 
where time needs to be filled. Only experienced 
clowns are allowed in this act, as it calls for di¬ 
plomacy, tact and an uncanny ability at character 
analysis.

back to Sarasota, Florida for rest and re-grouping. 

Mr. Orrin Davenport, the Producer of the Show, 
is celebrating his 52nd year as producer of Shrine 
Circuses, and each show is different, distinctive and 
planned according to the pattern required by the 
various Temples. Orrin was one of the leading 
bareback riders of all time during 35 years of 
American Circus History. 

Back in 1906, Moslem Temple of Detroit was 
looking for some acts for an indoor show. Orrin and 
some of his fellow performers were looking for win¬ 
ter work and applied. The show was a huge success 
and the ‘Shrine Circus” idea was born. Davenport 
has been Producer ever since. 

Orrin Davenport comes from a great circus 
family, strictly American in origin and career. His 
father was a talking-singing Clown in the 1860’s and 
1870’s and was also a trainer of horses and riders at 
his circular ring barns in Chicago and Toledo, Ohio. 
Orrin is one of five children, all of whom were top 
bareback riders of their own day. He first went on 
the road as a seasoned rider at the age of 15 years. 
He is now a member of Medinah Temple in Chicago. 

Mr. Francis Brann —Assistant to Mr. Davenport 
—Mr. Brann has been here several times before with 
the team of Francisco and Dolores, a high balancing 
act with a bicycle, but due to the illness a few years 
ago of Dolores, his wife, the team disbanded and he 
now performs in addition to his duties with Mr. 
Davenport, as Francisco, the Clown. 

Mr. Charles Marine is chief of the Property men 
and Stage-hands and has been with the show since 
1941. It is his responsibility to arrange all the rig¬ 
ging, nets, etc. for the aerial trapeze artists and 
other high wire acts. A responsibility that assures 
the safety of the artists themselves. 

Mr. Clarence Marine is Master of Transporta¬ 
tion. This is his first appearance in Winnipeg as 
such. 

Costumes are by Dolores who was well-known 
a few years ago as a high wire bicycle rider with 
the husband-and-wife team of Francisco and Dolores, 
last seen in Winnipeg in 1955.
